Beattle did not recall whether the
night was particularly cool. His wife
did not say anything about turning
back because she was chilled. He. dl.l
not remember when he took his coal |off. When he looked for It he wanted jto get matches to light the lamps, and
then It was on the back seat of the
car. Beattle said he did nothing to
aid his wife at the .time of the shot,
but jumped for her assailant, nnd
when he came back he found her ly¬
ing dead.

Illustrated With Gun.
"How is It possible for n gun to

have struck you as you have describ¬
ed?" he was asked.

Beattle took the gun and Illustrated,
saying that there were some thingsno'man could answer. He thought his
assailant was a man with a "face full
of'beard." but could not tell his age.

AUTO SPEED LIMIT

iDrivers Put on Honor Not toi
Run Machines to Danger

of Common Good.

CARS MUST PASS ON RIGHT

Rule of the Road to Be Con¬
formed to That of Great

Britain.

Parle. September 8..Vital changes
will take place next month In tho reg-
illations governing automobtling In
France.
The logal limit of speed In the open

country has previously been thirty
kilometres (IS 3-4 milcsi an hour
though In reality there has been .1

sort^of unwritten law that one made
what speed ho would, so long as he
did not trespass upon the rlghn of
other road users. This disregard of
an existing law was the entering
wedge, and now, from the Minister of
Public Works comes the Information
that the thirty kilometre limit Is to jbe technically abolished.
Henceforth the driver of an automo-

bile Is on his honor, as It were, not to
drive to tiie danger of the common
good, which means not driving fast
under circumstances and conditions
wherein danger would be thus implied.
The objection to the former law was
that most poople Interpreted It as
meaning that anything up to the limit
Was a reasonable speed under all con¬
ditions, save whore a local community
cut It down to six. eight or ten kilo¬
metres an hour, and »0 placarded tho
entrances to their villages.

It Is also proposed to grant the road
user inalienable rights on the road
over those of tho pedestrian. In coun¬

try Franoe, and often within the
towns whero no sidewalks exist, po-
destrlans walk In the middle of the
road. Now. warned by the presejsee
of an autoru*ollo by tho sounding of
a horn or bell, he will remain there
at his own porll.
The rule of the road in Franco Will

also be changed to correspond with
that of Great Britain, wh'ch, every
one knows, or at least believes, or
has believed up to the present time,
13 wrong. What neu- developments an I
arguments hBve appeared In fa.vor of
driving on tho left and passing on tho
right as being preferable to the pro-:
cedure in America, and. Indeed, pretty
much everywhere else, except In tha
British Isles. Is not officially explained

Possibly there Is much to say on
cither side, but the preponderance of
opinion would seem to bo In favor of
meeting on the right and passing on
the left, though It is undeniable that
two approaching automobiles with
steering wheels placed, as In the ma-
Jorlty of instances at the present time,
on the tight, there 1b perhaps more
safety In getting by each other at high
speed.
One reason why It Is proposed to put

this law In application In Franco Is bo-
cause of a certain clans of slow-going
wheeled traffic, that of heavily laden
country carts, where the dr'ver Is, an
often on foot as aboard his load. The
law compels him to stand fby the right
of the horse's head. If he Is thus over¬
taken by a pnsslng automobile he will
still be between It and his horse, and
thus be better able to control the ani-
mal.

The Secretary of CommerceAnd Labor is expected to cruise up thoAtlantic coast visiting lighthouses, andSecretary of Agriculture Wilson soonwill begin a round of visits to West¬
ern cities, attending conventions.Members and ottlcers of tho TariffHoard and the Aldrlch Monetary Com¬mission continue their journeys aboutthe country and in Europe from time totime. Most of those attending tho con¬ference will travel to the Yellowstoneat Uncle Sam's expense. They willassemhle at Mammoth Hot SpringsHotel and then take stage coaches fora six-day tour of the park. They willsee nil the sights and Incidentally holdsessions for a time at the end of eachday. discussing various matters ofpark administration.
Interior Department officials hopothat It will be demonstrated duringthe Yellowstone junket that the crea¬

tion of a bureau of national parks In
the department will be desirable, in
order to bring about uniformity of
administration of the parka, which are
now managed In various ways, some
under the Interior Department and
some under the War Department.

MOVING PICTURES
TO RESCUE REDMEN

Washington, D. C, September 3..De¬
termined to protect what remains of
the race of American Indians from
rapid extlncatlon by disease, which
now threatens them, the Indian Office
has decided to pursue a vigorous poli¬
cy in Improving hygienic conditions
among the wards of the nation.
Oomm'.ssicr.er of Indian Affairs Val¬

entine to-day declared that the appli¬
cation of the modern methods to pre¬
sent conditions, of Indian Ute was vital
to the Indians' progress and to the
usefulness of the educational, indus¬
trial and other activities In which tho
government was engaged on their be¬
half.
Among the means which the Indian

Office already has Inaugurated In part
and which It will push with vigor In
Its efforts to preserve tho Indian from
being entirely obliterated by tuber¬
culosis, trachoma and other Infections
diseases which are attacking them, are

movlng-ptcturo shows revealing to
them proper anil sanitary methods of
living, house-to-house canvasses by
physicians, open-air sleeping at the In¬
dian schools and Sanatoriums.
The moving picture scheme Is to

give them hy comparative method pic¬
tures of the wrong way of living, fol¬
lowed by photographs showing the
correct way Dr. Ferdinand Schoemak-
er will hnve charge of this work, and
will travel from reservation to reser¬
vation, giving his Illustrated talks.
Reports show that the death rato

among the Indians Is two and a half
limes as qr<at as among the white
rhco, and that tho average mortality
from tuberculosis is 256 per cent,
higher for Indians than for whit '3.
Hence the Indian nurenu's determina¬
tion to better these conditions.
During tho pnst year the house-to-

house campaign by physicians wan
:..,rted on the White Earth reserva--
tlon, in Minnesota, and with auch good
results that the work will be pushed.
As a result of traveling over this res¬
ervation, awakening tho Indians to
... realisation of the dangers of tuber¬
culosis und other Infectious diseases,
ami jointing out how they might im¬
prove tnelr living conditions, tho
agency physicians report that sani¬
tary conditions have Improved among
fully half tho Indians on the raaer-
vatlcn, and that "the Indlam. instcatl
.of. '.-eilig rcluctunt to seek tho ihyel-
claha cf their own accord, are now
vlbltlng the physicians' offices In a
way that shows their real Interest In
tholr own physical condition and wel¬
fare." v

to the change a few years ago In their
way of living an dthetr Inability to
adjust thomsolves to frami and log
houses in place of airy and easily-
moved tepees.
